in stunned horror Sunday as a 
murder was committed. It un- 
doubtedly was the first time so 


%.many people witnesses a real- 


life homicide. 


But many looked beyond the 


grisly aspects of the spectacle 
to find in the deed some type 
of justice worked against Lee 
Harvey Oswald, the man ac- 
cused, but not convicted, of as- 
sassinating President Kennedy 
only two days before. 


The overwhelming majority 


of those polled by The Associa- 
ted Press 
looked upon Os- 


wald's slaying by Dallas night 
club proprietor Jack Ruby as a 
frightening revolt against the 
American code of justice. 


Many thought the murder mir- 


rored a breakdown in the moral 
standards of the nation. Clergy- 
men condemned it as a serious 
breach in Christian ethics. 


Still others saw in Oswald's 


death a practical loss. They 


*'wondered aloud whether the 


world would ever know if the 
true presidential assassin had 
paid for his crime. 


In Dallas, where the slaying 


of both the President and his 
suspected 
killer 
took 
place, 


some openly cheered the kill- 
ing 
of 
Oswald. 
But 
many 


more, along with the clergy and 
civic leaders, denounced the 
slaying as an unlawful and dam- 
f' aging act.

In 48 Hours 
Dallas Again 
Degraded

DALLAS (AP)—In the space 


of 48 hours, this sparkling me- 
tropolis—while trying desper- 
ately to show its best face to 
the world—was degraded twice. 


The first time, 
authorities 


said, it was by a ne'er-do-well, 
self-styled Communist with a 
mail-order rifle: Lee Harvey 
Oswald, 24, born in New Or- 
leans, charged with the assas- 
sination Friday' of President 
Kennedy. 


The second time, it was by a 


small-time, brawling strip joint 
owner who killed the Commu- 
nist despite a police cordon: 
Jack Ruby, 52, born Rubinstein 
in Chicago, who took it upon 
himself to act for the courts 
Americans cherish 
and 
shot 


down Oswald Sunday. 


Dallas reacted 
with 
deep 


grief and shame to President 
Kennedy's death. 


The reaction 
to Oswald's 


death was more complex. Some 
openly said the killing was a 
good thing. Others, secretly, 
thought it. But over most the 
weight of shame settled more 
heavily. 


The burden of conscience be- 


came enormous. That it could 
happen here! 


Dallas has a metropolitan 


population of more than one 
million. Its big growth came 
when Northern and Eastern 
manufacturers 
began 
moving 


their industrial plants to the 
city. 


It is now a cosmopolitan city. 
But it is, indeed, a citadel 


of political conservatism at cer- 
tain levels—ju§M as a matter of 
fact, as areas in New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston or Indian- 
apolis. 


Pravda, Moscow's organ of 


the Communist party, overstat- 
ed the case against Dallas: 
"All America knows that the 
most reactionary, 
the wildest 


elements...have built their nests 
precisely in Texas." 


But it struck 
an 
exposed 


nerve. 


Before the President's visit,

Oswald May 
Have Left a 
Map of Plan

DALLAS, Tex. (AP) - Dist. 


Atty. Henry Wade confirmed 
today that a Dallas city map 
with X marks and a line drawn 
on it which corresponds to a 
path of the bullet that killed 
President John F. Kennedy was 
found in Lee Harvey Oswald's 
room. 


Wade said fingerprints of Os- 


wald, the slain Marxist accused 
of the assassination, also were 
found on the foreign-made rifle 
which felled the President. 


Oswald was slain Sunday by 


Jack Ruby, 52, a night club 
owner and self-appointed exe- 
cutioner who undertook swift, 
savage reprisal for the Kenne- 
dy murder. 


Wade said the map has X's at 


various downtown intersections. 
At the intersection of Houston 
and Elm streets a line traces 
the trajectory similar to that of 
the gunfire which took the Pres- 
ident's life. 


The map may have constitut- 


ed what police termed "major 
evidence" against Oswald in 
Kennedy's 
assassination, 
but 


which they had refused to re- 
veal. , 


The News said officers theo- 


rized Oswald marked spots on 
the map from which a sniper 
could get a good shot at the 
Kennedy motorcade. 


Meanwhile1; from Mexico City 


came, another report—this link 
that Oi&jald Visited the Soviet 
and Cuban consuls in Septem- 
ber and tried to get a visa. 
. The newspaper Excelsior at- 
tributed its report to a high of- 
ficial source which it did not 
name. 


Oswald died Sunday with a 


single bullet wound in the side, 
fired by Ruby as he stepped 
from a crowd of 200 in the 
basement 
of the Dallas City

Johnson Will 
Meet World 
Statesmen

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Johnson travels the last 
miles with John F. Kennedy 
today—and then sets his own 
course in meetings with a mas- 
sive array of world statesmen. 


Everyone watched for clues 


as to how Johnson would get 
along with President Charles 
de Gaulle of France. De Gaulle 
differed from Kennedy on such 
great question 
as NATO, the 


European 
Common 
Market 


and the French government's 
insistence on its own nuclear 
force. 


Whether Johnson, noted as a 


matter persuader when he was 
the Democratic; .leader of the 
Senate,4" would get together with 
De Gaulle on an in-depth dis- 
cussion of world affairs was not 
yet certain. But the possibility 
remained. 


First came the sad task of ac- 


companying the martyred Pres- 
ident Kennedy's body to the 
grave. Part of the journey was 
to be afoot, from the White 
House to St. Matthews Cathe- 
dral for the requiem mass, then 
by car to Arlington National 
Cemetery, for a hero's burial. 


After the funeral, Mrs. Ken- 


nedy arranged to receive the 
Foreign dignitaries at the White 
Souse. Then Johnson plunges 
into his first round of personal 
diplomacy as President. 


He scheduled a 90-minute re- 
eption —5:30-7 p.m. — for the 
more than 100 foreign dignitar- 
es who journeyed to Washing- 
:on to pay their respects to the 
'ate President Kennedy. 


The social gathering in the 


State Department's diplomatic 
reception rooms gives the new 
President little opportunity for 
more than a passing contact 
with foreign leaders with whom 
he will have more dealings lat- 
er.

is it—I've sent men to the elec- 
tric chair on less evidence than 
we have against Lee Harvey 
Oswald." 


Dist. Atty. Henry Wade made 


the claim as he revealed the 
evidence which convinced Dal- 
las officers they had an airtight 
case against the accused assas- 
sin of President John F. Ken- 
nedy. 


"There is no doubt in my 


mind that Oswald was the kill- 
er," Wade said.

night, Oswald, 24, was fatally 
shot by Jack Ruby, owner of a 
Dallas lounge. The shooting oc- 
curred in the police headquar- 
ters basement in front of hun- 
dreds of police, Secret Service, 
FBI men and newsmen, as Os- 
wald was being escorted to an 
armored car for transportation 
to new jail quarters. 


Not long after Wade finished 


describing what he said was all 
the evidence against Oswald, 
the Dallas Morning News said 
in a copyrighted story that offi- 
cers had found a map in Os- 
wald's room which marked the 
path of the bullets which killed 
Kennedy and wounded Texas 
Gov. John Connally Friday aft- 
ernoon. Wade had made no 
mention of this. 


The newspaper said the map 


outlined Kennedy's motorcade 
route, and a line was drawn 
from the Texas School Book 
Depository b u i l d ing to Elm 
Street, where the President and 
Connally were shot.

The 
Cardinal leaned over and laid 
his bands on their shoulders, as 
if in blessing. 


A few ranks behind Mrs. Ken- 


nedy strode one of the greatest 
assemblages ol world statesmen 
ever seen.

Marshall Is 
Gutted by 
Fire, 1 Dead 


MARSHALL, Ark. (AP) - A 


fire razed the south side of the 
Marshall town square Saturday, 
leaving one volunteer firefight- 
er dead and another injured. 


Killed when the wall of a 


theater crumbled was Everett 
H. McKim, 37, of Clinton. A 
Marshall man, Rufus Horton 
suffered a broken hip when the 
wall fell. Attendants at a Harri- 
son hospital said Sunday night 
his condition was satisfactory. 


The fire destroyed four build- 


ings and damaged two. Building 
owners set the loss at $175,000. 


Searcy County Judge Lawdon 


Branscum said the fire started 
from an old tractor which was 
being used for power purposes 
in crushing feed at the Mays 
Feed Mill. Branscum said he 
didn't know if the tractor ex- 
ploded after it caught fire. 


High winds helped spread the 


fire quickly to the Treece Thea- 
ter, Branscrum said, and by the 
time Marshall's volunteer fire 
department began battling the 
blaze it was well underway. 


Firemen from Harrison, Les- 


lie and Clinton aided Marshall 
firefighters. 


Destroyed were two buildings 


used by the feed mill, the thea- 
ter and E. Daniel Hardware. 
Buck Mays Department Store 
and Baker Drug Store were 
both damaged. 


McKim and Horton were on 


top of the theater, hosing down 
the roof to keep the fire from 
spreading across the tops of the 
buildings. They were ordered 
down when fire caught at the 
bottom of the theater. 


They were descending a lad- 


der away from the heart of the 
fire and as they reached ground 
the brick wall toppled over 
them. McKim, who was killed, 
was a radio - television repair- 
man. 


Goods from the stores were 


brought outside and eight units

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. (AP) 


— The Arkansas Razorbacks 
ended their 1963 football season 
Saturday by fighting off a hard- 
charging Texas Tech team and 
claiming a 27-20 victory. 


Texas Tech spotted the Ra- 


zorbacks three touchdowns and 
then put some excitement into 
the game by grabbing three for 
themselves before allowing Ar- 
kansas one more and the vic- 
tory in the last 10 minutes of 
the game. 


Arkansas' first score 
came 


near the end of the first quar- 
ter on a one-yard run by Bobby 
Nix which capped a 33 - yard 
drive. Quarterback Fred Mar- 
shall claimed all but the touch- 
down in the drive as he ran for 
22 yards and passed for 12 more 
before turning the ball over to 
Nix. 


The second Razorback touch- 


down was the result of a 34- 
yard off-tackle sprint by sopho- 
more Jack Brassuell early in 
the second period. 


Kenny Hatficld electrified the 


Arkansas fans when he took a 
punt at the Arkansas 20 and re- 
turned it all the way for Arkan- 
sas' third touchdown and a 20-0 
lead. 


But, 
the Red Raiders struck 


swiftly, with three of their own 
touchdowns in the second peri- 
od. 


Quarterback Ben Elledge hit 


end Tommy Doyles with a 17- 
yard touchdown pass and fol- 
lowed it four minutes later with 
a 40-yarder to end David Parks. 


Elledge didn't share the third 


touchdown as he charged over 
from one yard out and capped 
a 76-yard drive. 


The two teams battled neck 


and neck through the third pe- 
riod before quarterback Billy 
Gray, who says he's not a run- 
ning quarterback, ran 24 yards 
and into the end zone with less 
than 10 minutes on the clock. 


Gray's run topped a drive of 


85 yards by the Porkers. 


The victory gave Arkansas a 


5-5 season, the poorest since 
Coach Frank Broyles first with 
the Razorbacks in 1958. That 
year Broyles had a 4-6 season 
with all four victories coming in 
. November. 


Until this season, Broyles had 


not lost a game at Arkansas in 
the final month of regular play. 
This year he dropped two. 


Hatfield's 80 - yard runback 


will more than likely ice his 
place as the NCAA punt return 
champion with a total of 350 
yards in 21 returns. 


He set a new record at Fay- 


etteville with 10 runbacks for 
250 yards. 


Parks set a new pass-catch- 


ing record for Texas Tech dur- 
ing the game when he snagged 
four for 80 yards. The catches 
gave him a season total of 499 
yards. 


Donny Anderson also showed 


up well on kickoff returns and 
his work Saturday gave him a 
448 yard total for another new 
Tech record. He got 100 yards 
on five returns Saturday.

Everett M.: Dirksen of Illinois, 
is completely against any pro- 
posed law to compel members 
of Congress to disclose their in- 
comes and assets. 


He gave a very odd reason. 


He said he did not come to Con- 
gress to be a "second - class 
citizen." He didn't say that 


Bothers who have to reveal their 


financial interests, like to gov- 
ernment officials, are second 
class. 


But Sen. Maurine Neuberger, 


D-Ore., pointed out: 


When Cabinet members and 


other 
executive appointments 


come up for Senate approval, 
before they can have their new 
job, they are forced to disclose 
. their 
investments and "WG 


treat them as if \ve were going 
to crucify them." 


Members of both parties in 


Congress — particularly Dirk- 
sen's fellow - senator from Illi- 
nois, Paul Douglas, a Demo- 
crat, have repeatedly called on 
Congress to approve a dis- 
closure law on-itself. 


Two days ago so did Dirk- 


sen's opposite number, Mike 


J Mansfield of Montana, leader of 


the 
Senate 
Democrats. 
But 


Dirksen said "I won't compro- 
mise an inch on this." 


It sifts down to a case of 


"who policies the policeman?" 
since members of Congress vote 
on measures involving business 
interests in which many of 
them have major or minor hold- 
ings. 


A number of events in recent 


* months, at least one of them 


sensational, has given added at- 
tention to the demands for a 
disclosure law. 


But also involved is the ques- 


tion of ethical conduct, which 
Congress expects and demands 
from officials in the executive' 
branch of government. 


Last month Robert G. Baker, 


who began as a Senate page boy 
| and wound up as secretary to 


the Senate Democrats with a 
salary of almost $20,000, quit 
when his Democratic bosses de- 
cided to question him. 


This happened when a vend- 


ing machine company sued him 
and the press not only found out 
about it but about a lot of Bak-

The Grumman- 
ciesigned table will serve as the o 
platform upon which the con- 
trol system of the orbiting as- 
tronomical observatory (OAO) 
will be developed and tested. 


The table will simulate as 


nearly as possible the complete 
freedom of motion of a satellite 
in space. Closed, the chamber is 
designed to be evacuated in or- 
der to eliminate thermal drafts 
interfering with the sensitivity 
of the table. 


The new OAO venture into 


space will explore the nature of 
heavenly bodies far beyond the 
vision of earthbotznd astronomi- 
cal instruments. It will also 
monitor cosmic data—ultra- 
violet rays, for example, which 
never reach the earth—and have 
never before been studied.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


voice of the political prophet is 
still and small in Arkansas this 
year. 


Normally at this time of the 


biennium—with the Democratic 
primary ticket closing only five 
months away — rumors are as 
thick as mosquitoes on the Ar- 
kansas River levee. 


This year the guessing centers 


not so much on who will do what 
but when they will do it. 


Most observers believe that 


all state officials, including Cov, 
lOrval E. Faubus, will be seek- 
ing re-election when the lists 
are drawn.

LONDON (AP)—If you want- 


ed to buy a chocolate bar and 
you found it cost $1 you would 
grumble. 


If you found that a very small, 


scrawny, unattractive 
chicken 


cost S3 you wouldn't like it 
at all. 


Especially if you earned $100 


a month. 


But apartment rent might be 


$5 or $6 a month. You would't 
grumble about that. Nor would 
you object to a 5-cent fare on 
the subway or bus, anywhere 
you wanted to go. 


You would not like paying two 


weeks' salary for a new dress 
or perhaps double that for a 
new suit. But if you were enthu- 
siastic about everybody being 
alike and about everybody being 
lifted, en masse, to a better 
plane of existence, and were not 
fussy about the time it took, you 
might go along with the idea. 


Twenty-seven years ago I was 


a 
correspondent 
in 
Moscow. 


Subsequent events took me to 
various other parts of the world. 
Only now have I had the oppor- 
tunity to go back.

claimed two million people has 
six million today. Very wide

there were next to none before.

Moscow has spread as it _has 


grown in population. A furious 
building enterprise is going on. 
People still wait for the chance j 
to get proper living quarters, i 
Proper means small rooms and 
not many, but there is good 
heat, there is plumbing and for 
many people it is more than 
they have 'had in the past. 


Moscow is drab, and the peo- 


ple, from our point of view, 
dress drably. There is no ele- 
gance, no froth. But they ap- 
pear to be comfortably clad, 
and they appear, en masse, to 
be not unhappy with the circum- 
stances. 


You can compare Russia only 


to its past. You cannot compare 
it to the Western world. Our 
ways of life are totally differ- 
ent", and that is not wholly a 
matter of the revolution.

There is the same old musti- 


ness in Moscow that was there 
27 years ago. It is an indoor 
phenomenon, but it gets into 
your clothes and you feel you 
are carrying it about with you. 
It comes from a combination of 
smoke, lack of fresh air and 
crowded living. It is not a po- 
litical thing.
